ACK IN 2003 the British National Party exposed how the 

Labour Government was dispersing the 103,080 asylum seekers 

that arrived in Britain in 2002 with the help of a secret deal with 
private landlords. 
The Home Office’s Joint Tenancy Agreement provided funds for private landlords 
to fully equip their properties with every modern appliance available so long as the 
property was rented out to asylum seekers. That meant that asylum seekers were coming 
to Britain and being housed at the taxpayers’ expense and living in far superior and 
better serviced accommodation than many Britons. 


It was a scandal and the BNP 
went to every newspaper asking 
them to expose it... but none of 
them had the courage to do so.

Last month, in a report it labelled

“More than £3,000 a year is spent 
kitting out each of about 500 
flats for newly arrived immigrants, 
despite severe poverty in the area. 
“Taxpayers’ cash is spent on 
swanky beds, carpets, fridge- 
freezers, cookers, microwaves and 
even ash trays,” it reported. 

This Home Office contract to 
furnish the flats only came to 
light after workers at the 
Lanebottom Industrial Equitable 
Pioneers Society, who secured the 


lucrative contract, blew the whistle 
on what was going on. 

“We'd furnish about 500 flats a 
year at least. A minimum of £3,000 
was spent on each and it was all 
good quality stuff,’ one told the 
News of the World. 

The special treatment of asylum 
seekers was something the 
British National Party alerted 
the public to in 2003. But only 
now are the media reluctantly 
acknowledging that the BNP was 
right all along.

INSTON Churchill expressed 

alarm about the influx of 
immigrants from Asia and Africa as 
early as 1950 and considered imposing 
a limit on numbers, secret Cabinet 
papers revealed last month. 


The Prime Minister was worried that 


allowing too many immigrants to settle 
was storing up problems for the future, 
but no action was taken because he was 
worried about losing the ‘liberal’ vote. 

The papers, released by the. National 
Archives, show that the large number of 
immigrants from the West Indies, India 
and Pakistan coming to Britain to find 
work was causing concerns. A figure of 
40,000 immigrants living in Britain in 


1954 is given, compared with just 7,000 


before the Second World War. 

The handwritten notes were kept by Cabinet 
Secretary Sir Norman Brook, and provided 
a record of Cabinet meetings separate from 
the official minutes. These left little doubt as 
to Ministers’ thinking on why immigrants 
were flooding into Britain. 

On February 3, 1954, under the Cabinet 
agenda item ‘Coloured Workers’, 
Churchill is quoted as saying: “They are 
attracted by our Welfare State.” 

Today there are 6,500,000 people living 
in Britain who were born overseas.

UST before 4.00pm on Friday 
6th of July, 52 year-old Keith 
Brown returned home after picking 
his children up from school. Just 
after 4.00pm he was lying dead on 
the front lawn of his garden in 


Normacot, Stoke-on-Trent. 


The police, the Stoke Sentinel 
newspaper and the local TV and 
radio reported that Keith had died 
as the result of ‘a dispute between 
neighbours’, dismissing in a few words 
the life of a British family man killed 
by an immigrant. Can you imagine the 
media frenzy if the roles of the victim 
and murderer had been reversed? 

If the police and media had been 
truthful they wouldn’t have talked 
about a ‘dispute between neighbours’. 
It was no such thing. Keith Brown 
was being victimised by his Muslim 
neighbours. 

First they moved the fence that divided 
the two properties and took 2ft from 
Keith’s garden. He complained to the 
Council who condemned the ‘land 
grab’ but did nothing about it. 

Then they accused him of ‘racism’ 
and Keith was arrested by zealous 
police officers only for charges to 


be dropped when a West Indian 


neighbour spoke up on his behalf. 
Last year the brake pipes of Keith's 
van were cut and he narrowly avoided 
a serious accident.

video evidence of the continued 
racially-motivated abuse and assaults 
directed towards him and his family. 
One such assault was indeed captured 
on video and taken to the police but 
they refused to act upon it. 

The months of anguish continued 
with relentless abuse, assaults and 
smashed windows until the inevitable 
happened. Witnesses saw Keith being 
confronted. by a group of Muslim 
men outside his house. Whilst they 
were remonstrating with him another 
Muslim man crept from behind a car 
and plunged a knife into his back in 
front of his three young children.

HATE CRIME! - Police 
quiz Labour candidate 


Labour candidate at the local 
elections has been interviewed 
by police over a hate crime. 
Jonathan Wood, who stood for Allerdale 
Council in May, was promoted in the 
local newspapers and on television as a 
rising star of the Labour Party because 
of his campaigning against the British 
National Party in Cumbria. 
But the media's darling came unstuck 
when he encouraged visitors to his website 
‘to give a BNP member a smack’. 
Police were alerted to this incitement 
to violence by Allerdale BNP organiser 
Paul Stafford. 
“Some of our leafleters are senior 
citizens who go out on their own 
delivering leaflets and I was worried 
about their safety", he said. 
“I went to my local police station and 
drew their attention to Wood's website. 
They said they would be taking the 
matter very seriously because it came 
under their ‘hate crime’ criteria." 
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DECEPTIVE: Oldham's landscape might indicate a traditional English town, but the make-up of its population is 


becoming increasingly less and less traditional. 


HE English population of 

Oldham is in decline and being 
replaced by immigrants from 
Pakistan and Bangladesh. 
The ethnic cleansing ofthe Lancashire 
town is not in question, with Oldham 
Borough Council acknowledging that 
it is taking place in its population 
survey undertaken in 2005. 
But now, because of the record levels 
of immigration since that survey was 
conducted and increasing Pakistani 
and Bangladeshi birth rates, the 
report's projections are out of date. 
The 2001 census recorded that there 
were 109,500 traditional English, 


Scottish, Welsh, Irish and Ulster folk 


under the age of 45 living in Oldham, 
while there were 21,000 of Pakistani 
and Bangladeshi origin. 

The Oldham Population Project 2005 
carried out by Manchester University 
predicted that by 2011, the traditional 
population in this age group would 
have dropped by 16,400, while the 
South Asian population would have 
risen by nearly 10,000. 

This trend was predicted to be 
maintained in the following ten years 
with the British under 45s dwindling 


-to 82,600 in 2021 and the Pakistani 


and Bangladeshi under 45 population 
rising to 38,100. The survey was blunt 
in its conclusions: 

"Greater ethnic diversity is expected 
in Oldham's population. In 2001 
White people made up 86% of the 
population but by 2021 this will be 
reduced to 759^. 

“The number of people of Pakistani 
heritage is forecast to increase from 


6.4% to 10.9% and the 0 
heritage population from 4.5%: to 
10.3%. Increased numbers of people 
in these two communities will largely 
result from an excess of births over 
deaths, rather than migration.” 
However, because of the increased 
immigration in recent years. this 
nightmare scenario is set to become 
even more frightening, and there 
are questions being asked over the 
accuracy of the initial survey. 

A researcher at Manchester University 
contacted Freedom with her findings:

“The 2005 survey was in fact a 
response from the council to the 
growth of the BNP in the town. They 
wanted to say, ‘yes, there’s a change 
taking place, but it’s not as rapid as 
the BNP is making out’. 

“The criteria for immigration and 
birthrates were based on the ten years 
prior to 2001, if it had been on the 
three years after 2001 the results 
would have been very different. I 
think this was a deliberate ploy to 
keep projections low.” 

The researcher said that the record 
levels of immigration in recent years 
would have an enormous effect on 
the demographics of Oldham. She 
also said that increased birth rates 
amongst South Asians would also 
change the projections, as would the 
‘White Flight’ from the town which 
would take hold as the visual impact 
of the growth of the non-British 
population became apparent. 

So what will Oldham be like in 2021? 
Our researcher has no doubts. 
“Unless there is a change in the 
political will of the Government of 
this country, White people in Oldham 
will be in a minority by 2021.”

HE latest Government figures on 
the make-up of UK schools give 
a stark warning as to the dramatic 
effect that immigration is having on 
our population. 
Now one in five schoolchildren in 
Britain is from an ethnic minority - a 
figure that has doubled since Labour 
came to power in 1997 and equally 
worrying is that one in eight pupils

A Councillor’s Notebook 


Richard Barnbrook, BNP Group Leader Barking & Dagenham Council 


HE British National Party’s 

star in Barking and Dagenham 
is still shining brightly well over a 
year after 12 BNP councillors were 
elected on that momentous evening 
in May 2006. 
Despite a concerted campaign of 
disruption by the Labour-run council, 
London Mayor Ken Livingstone and the 
Labour Government, the BNP Group 
is still working hard representing the 
community and doing what it was 
elected to do, which is to put housing at 
the top of the local political agenda.

The Government hailed these figures 
as another milestone in the onward 
march of New Labour, bringing the 
glorious day nearer when 10096 (or 
101.3% for a North Korean election 
turnout) of entrants get a grade A - all 
have won and all must have prizes.

NOTHER leading British 

company is in danger of falling 
into foreign hands after Dutch 
chemical group Akzo Nobel set its 
sights on taking over ICI. 
Founded in 1926 as Imperial Chemical 
Industries, ICI has been the standard- 
bearer of British industry, best known 
for its Dulux paint brand. But with 
Akzo Nobel offering 670p a share, 
up from their original offer of 600p a 
month earlier, it is feared its days as a 
British company are numbered.

HE price of milk, cheese and 
dairy produce in our shops is 
set to rise in the coming months to 


the highest average dairy prices in 


living memory. 
Since February, the price of skimmed 


milk powder, which is used to make’ 


most milk-containing products like 
chocolate, has shot up by 60% - the 
biggest and fastest price hike ever. 
The cause of this rise in dairy prices, 
much like everything else that is 
wrong in our country today, 1s down 
to globalisation and the ‘free market’ 
economy which is being fuelled by 
growing demand from China and the 
monopoly buying power of the giant 
supermarket chains which control the 
products that we buy. 

The supply of milk from British 
dairy farms has been hit hard because 
the European Union has stopped 
subsidising our farmers. This comes 
against a backdrop of supermarkets 
cutting the prices they pay farmers 
for their produce. 

According to the Royal Association of 
British Dairy Farmers, last year milk 
prices paid to farmers averaged 18 
pence a litre even though it costs the 
farmer on average 20.5p to produce 
a litre of milk. The result of this has 
been to drive farmers into ruin.

DEMAND: China's increasing population is putting pressure on food supplies. 


In 1995, there were 28,000 dairy 
farmers. By 2006 more than half 
of them had been driven out of 
business and according to the Milk 
Development Council many of those 
remaining face ruin. 


Those farmers struggling to keep 


going have been further hit by a 
drastic rise in the price of cattle 
feed. Corn has gone up 60% in 
the last year and again because of 
globalisation. This time it's British 
farmers trying to buy corn produce 
facing competition from Americans 
who want to run their cars on fuel 
made from the same corn. 

Our appalling summer this year hasn't 
helped matters because with pastures 
under water, cattle have had to be 
kept indoors and fed expensive feed 
and silage rather than being turned 
out to graze. This reduces yield per 
cow from around 20 litres to just 17. 

No doubt the supermarkets will use 
this as the excuse to push up milk 
prices, but of course it's not the recent 
rains which are the reason for the fall 
in the supply of British milk - it's the 
supermarkets' monopoly itself which

The sell-off of the Coryton refinery in Essex comes after the 
company disposed of its Grangemouth refinery in 2005.

now BP, which is Britain's largest industrial company, has

The Coryton Refinery was built in 1953, employs 540 


staff and provides subsidiary work for many local firms. It 
supplies aircraft fuel to Heathrow and Gatwick airports via 
pipelines and serves the south east of England. 


The refinery site has been an industrial site since 1895 | 


when an explosives factory was built here together with a 
village to house the factory workers. The name Coryton 
derives from the Cory brothers who bought the site in 1923. 
Later, the site was used as an oil storage depot before the 
refinery was constructed by Mobil. Since 1996 the refinery 
has been operated by BP and two major expansions and 
many minor improvements have increased the refinery 
capacity to ten times the original volume. 


has put farmers out of business. 

China, on the other hand, has done 
sufficiently well out of dumping their 
cheap industrial produce on the West 
via the global market to be able to 
afford to buy up our milk. President 
Wen Jiabao recently announced a 
plan to provide the entire 1200 
million Chinese population with 
half a litre of milk a day. As a 
result, Chinese milk consumption is 


expected to rise by 15% a year for- 
each of the next three years which 


will put more pressure on supplies 
and result in further price rises. 

In an economically self-sufficient 
Britain, our farmers would be able 
to sell their produce through an 
abundance of outlets such as shops 
and markets. Foreign countries would 
neither be able to dump their 
sweatshop labour manufactured goods 
on us nor bid up the price of the 
produce we need. Supply and demand 
for milk, like many other goods, 
would balance each other out in a 
genuine free, fair and competitive 
market, without any interference from 
the European Union. 

In the economy run by a BNP 
Government, British consumers 
would be paying our farmers a fair 
price for their produce instead of 
funding the vast profits of giant 
supermarket combines and bidding 
against foreign countries for the 
food we need to feed our families.

NE in four of the adult 

population in Britain doesn't 
have a job and the real jobless total 
is SIX TIMES higher than what the 
Government claims it is. 
The official figures announced last 
month show unemployment at 1.65 
million but it hides the fact that nearly 
8 million are out of work and on 
benefits. 
Those not in a full time job include 
2.35 million carers - family members 
looking after an elderly relative - 
two million long-term sick, 200,000 
temporarily sick, mothers bringing up 
children and 2 million students who 
can't find work.

Why we must drink from 
this poisonous chalice 


ORDON Brown would be crazy not to go for an 
autumn General Election despite presiding over the 
most unpopular Government since the last days of 
Margaret Thatcher. 
If he cuts and runs for October 25th, the new Labour Party leader 
could well receive a mandate for another five years with an increased 
majority, such is the desperate state of the Conservative opposition. 
David Cameron has been a disaster for the Tories. Following his 
prolonged honeymoon period, he is now under the spotlight and 
is making even more gaffes than his predecessor Ian Duncan- 
Smith. The idea that the electorate will turn to a Conservative Party 
advocating the same policies as Labour but with a far less competent 
leadership, is a non-starter. | 
For the British National Party, any General Election before the 2009 
European Elections would be unwelcome and one before the local 
elections next May, a disaster. 
Contesting just 119 seats at the 2005 General Election, left the Party 
in a perilous financial state with few positives gained apart from the 
trouncing of UKIP. Parliamentary elections campaigns don't benefit 
the smaller parties because they haven't got the finance and don't 
receive the media coverage to enable them to compete with the three 
main parties on an equal footing. | 
That is why the BNP has a specific strategy of taking on and 
beating Labour, the Tories and Liberal Democrats in local 
council elections where the wearing out of shoe leather and the 
knocking on doors wins votes. 
In the event of an autumn General Election, there is a temptation to 
save the Party huge sums of money and our activists a lot of hard work 
by simply stating that the BNP will only be contesting specifically 
targeted seats where significant support 1s evident. | 
But unfortunately that isn't an option. 
The BNP is Britain's fourth political party. We have fought long 
and hard and against all the odds to rise to this status and it 
can only be maintained by ensuring that at every test of electoral 
support we maintain our position. Contesting just a handful of 
seats at a General Election won't do that because we will be 
leaving the way clear for UKIP and the Greens to attract votes 
where our candidates aren't standing. 
This reason alone should be enough to encourage us to pull out all the 
stops at any General Election, but it's not the main one. 
State funding for political parties is just around the corner, 
and the politicians and civil servants working out which criteria 
should be used for sharing out the pot are searching for any way 
possible to exclude the BNP.

AST month Group Support 

Officer Ian Dawson, and Group 
Development Officer Sadie Graham, 
completed the second full Group & 
Branch evaluations. . 
This process is conducted every six 
months and provides an opportunity 
for Groups to make the step up to 
Branch level. However, conversely, 
Branches that do not meet the criteria 
are demoted to Group level. 
In the past, the evaluations have 
been done  sporadically and 
without much  standardisation, 
meaning a Group in one part of the 
country has been more successful 
across the board than a Branch in 
another area. 
The conveying of Branch status is an 
acknowledgement from the Party that 
the unit is one of the elite units in 
the BNP due to its success in a wide 
range of areas. Now, if a unit is a 
Branch it has successfully met and 
maintained success, and can rightly 
be proud of its status as one of the 
best performing units in the BNP. 
There are five main criteria for 
evaluation.

Some units may order 500 copies of 
Freedom and 40 copies of Identity a 
month, though only ever stand one 
candidate or hold infrequent meetings. 
This would not be qualifying criteria 
because although they are good at one 
thing they are weak in other areas. 

It is important that Groups are 
well-rounded in order to become 
Branches, and the same for 
maintaining Branch status. That is 
why ALL the criteria - demanding 
but achievable - must be met. 

This year's evaluations saw: five 
Groups promoted to Branch status, 
while two Branches were demoted to 
Group status. One Group was closed 
down due to inactivity. 

Five further Branches have two 
months to meet the remaining criteria; 
otherwise they will be demoted to 
Group status, while one Group has two 
months to maintain Group status. 
This year's changes are as follows:

Sunderland, for example, stood 
another full slate of candidates, and 
also has a healthy bank balance, 
though they failed to meet two of the 
five criteria. 

Sheffield had built up a consid- 
erable membership base, but sales 
of publications were insuffient and 
meetings held far too infrequently. 
However, there is enough potential 
in both Sunderland and Sheffield for 
the drop to Group status to be brief.

hour armed response units. Security 
gates inside homes are now essential, 
as are guns in the bedroom for personal 
protection,” she told the audience.
